WARSAW, Juty4. 
HE Ruffians, upon taking poffeflion of Niefwicz, inftead of ful- 


filling the terms which they themfelves had held out to the garri- 
fon, gave loofe to every barharity, f{preading pillage, deftruélion aad 
death, among the defencelefs inhabitants. 

The prince, our commander, dilpatched to the Ruffian general, an 
officer charged with a difpatch, in which a fufpenfion of hoftilities for 
a limited time was propofed, that during the interval a ftop might’ be 
put to the effufion of the blood of fo many citizens. 

The Ruffian commander in chief refuled the demand of a truce, on 
the pretext that he had exprefs orders from his fovereign to “ efface 
_ the prefent conftitution, and efface even the traces of the conftitution 
of the third of May, 1791.” Thus we are on the eve ofa fecond battle. 


STOCKHOLM, June 5.

, It appears to have’ been a miftatement in the public prints, which 

efented that the States General had fignified a difpofition to join 
the caufe of Auftria and Pruffia againit France, and that in this the 
province of Holland flood moft forward: On the contrary, the pre- 
vailing politics of that province are more difaffeéted towards the exift- 
ing government of the ftates, than thofe of any other. Hence we 
may conclude, that the wilh of that quarter would rather be in favour 
of the French, however, the faét feems to be, that the ftadtholder and 
his friends have no defign to concern themfelves at all in the affairs of 
France, but unite in fentiment with England, and preferve a ftriét and 
honorable neutrality ; at the fame time, this conduét will beft anfwer 
the purpofe of their own internal politics, as, to keep the difaflected 
in Holiand in awe, requires all the vigilance of government. 

Count Florida Blanca, the late Minifter of Spain, who fince his dif- 
miffion had lived retired at Ellin, in Murcia, is now a prifoner in the 
caftle of Pampeluna> His fucceffor Count d’Aranda refufed to fign 
the order for apprehending him, but the King infifted that it fhould be 
executed. He is accufed of depredation, of f{quandering public money 
and illegally promoting his relations and creatures. 

With fincere grief we have to announce to the many friends and 
admirers of Lieutenant General Burgoyne, that he was taken fudden- 
ly ill at the houfe of Mr, Fox, at St. Anne’s Hall, and died on Satur- 
4s morning, He went to bed in perteét health, after fpending the 
day cheerfully, and died at four in the morning. 

The ghoft of Banquo did not terrify Macbeth more than the appear- 
ance of M. de la Fayette has frightened the Jacobins in Paris, They 
could {carcely believe their eyes. So unexpetted a vifit has puta ftop 
to their wicked purpofes, and may perhaps prove the means of totally 
extirpating that defperate band ot lawlefs rebels. His perfon, as they

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ManiFesto, publifhed at Bruffels the 28th of fuly, 1792, given by 
the DuKE of BRUNsWwick, Commander in chief of the Aufirtan & 
Pruffian Armies. — 

6 Bins: Majefties the Emperor and King of Prafhia, having confid - 

ed to me the command of the combined armies which they have 
caufed to be affembied on the frontiers of France ; I have refolved to 
announce to the inhabitants of that kingdom, the motives that havein- 
duced thefe two fovereigns to this ftep, and the principles by which 
they are governed therein 
After having arbitrarily fuppreffed the rights and pretenfions of the 
Gerivan Princes in Alface and Lorraine, and overfet all interior orde 
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and good government ; exercifed againit the facred perfon of the 
King and his auguit family, innumerable. injuries and violences, con. 
tinued from day to day, and conftantly renewed. Thofe who have 
ufurped the reins of government, have, atlength, filled up the meafure 
of their iniquities in caufing am unjuft war to be declared againft his 
Imperial Majefty, and in attacking his provinces, fituated in the Low 
Countries. Some of the pofleflions.ot the Germanick empire have 
been involved in this invafion, and others have efcaped, only by fub- 
snitting to the imperious menaces of the predominating faétion, and of 
jus emilfaries, 

His Majefty the King of Proffia, uniting with his Imperial. Majefty, 
by. the ties of a frit and detenfive alliance, as wellias in his quality. of 
preponderating member of the Germanick body, has not been able to 
refufe. marching to the fuccour of his ally, and co-eftates; and it is in 
both thefe qualities, that-he takes upon himfelf the defence of that 
Monarch and of Germany. 

To thefe two interefls 1s united another equally umportantand, which 
the two, fovereigns have much, at heart; that of caufing the anarchy, 
exifling in the interior of France to. ceafe, to flay the aflaulis made ups 
on the throne and the altar; to. re-eftablilh the legal, authority; to re« 
itore to the king the liberty and, fafety of which he has been deprived,. 
and. to place him in a fituation to, exercife the legitimate authority that 
of. right belongs to him, 

Convinced that the found part of the nation abhors the excefles of a 
fa&ion, that fubdues it, and that the greater number of the inhabitants, 
wait with impatience the moment of, auxiliary aid openly to declare. 
themfelyes againft their odious oppreffors, his. majedly the Emperor, and 
his majefty the king of Pruffia, call upon and invite them.to return withe 
out delay to the paths of reafon, of juftice, of order, and, of peace, 
With thefe views the underfigned, general and. commander in chief of 
the two armies declares as follows : 


propofe to themfelves no other objeéts than, the good of France, with, 
out intending to enrich themfelves by means of their conquefts. 

2d. That they do not intend to intermeddle in the interiour affairs of 
France, but mean only to deliver the king, the queen, and the royal. 
family from their captivity, and,to procure.to his moft chriftian majefs. 
ty the neceflary fecurity; that the king may be enabled without danger 
er obftacle to call together fuch convocation or affembly as he may 


he has promifed them, and to which he will contribute all ‘that may de- 
pend upon him. j

ipalities are held equally refponfible on their heads, and with all their 

rds and’ cliatvels for all crimes, fires, murders or attrocious aéts, that 
they may not have ufed all their endeavors to prevent within their ju- 
rifdiétion : They are further held provifionally to continue their func. 
tions until his Molt Chriftian Majefty thall be placed at full liberty to 
provide ultimately, or at leaft until in his name other fteps fhall be tak- 
er im the interval. 

7th. The inhabitants of all’ cities, boroughs and villages that thall 
dare to defend themfelves againft the armies of their Imperial and Roy- 
al Majefties, or to fire upon them either in the open field or from any 
windows, doors, or openings of their houfes, fhall be immediately 
puntihed abr to the rigour of the martial law, and their houfes 
fal! be demolifked or burned; on the contrary, all inhabitants of the 
faid-cities, burghs, or villages, who fhal! haften to fubmit to the King 
by opening their doors to the troops of their majefties, fhaj! be inftant- 
ly placed under their proteftion, their perfons and effects fhall remain 
under the fafecuard of the laws, and cere fhall be taken to provide for 
the fecurity of all and each one of them. 


8th. The city of Paris and all its inhabitants without diftin@ion, 


are held to fubmit immediately, and without delay; to the King; to 
fet the King at full and entire liberty ; and to affure to him as well as 
to the Royal Family, that inviolability and refpeét which fubje&ts owe 
to their fovereign by al! the laws of nature and of nations. ‘Their Im- 
perial and Royal Majeftics render perfonally refponfible of all events 
upon their heads, and to be tried tna fummary military way, without 
the leaft hope of pardon, al! members’ of the National Affermbly, the 
department, the diftrict; the municipality, and the National guard of 
Paris, Jiftices of the peace and all others to whom‘it may belong: 
Their {aid Majefties declaring, on the faith and word of an Emperor 
and a King, that if the caftle of the Thuilleries is eher forced or in- 
fuited; that if the leaft violence, the leaft outrage be offered to his 
majefty, the queen, or the royal family—if immediate meafures be not 
taken for their fafety, their prefervation, and their liberty, that they 
will take am exemplary and ever memorable vengeance by delivering 
over the city of Paristo military execution and a total. fubverfion, 
while the guilty revolters are receiving the punifhment they will have 
merited, 

Their imperial and royal majefties on the contrary promife to the 
inhabitants of the city of Paris, that they will ufe their good offices 
with his moft chriftian majefty, to obtain pardon of all wrongs and er- 
rors that may have been heretofore done, and to take the moft rigorous 

meulures

meafires to enfure their perfons and effects, if they immediately and 
exattly obey the prefent injunftion, 

Finally their majefties being unable to acknowledge any laws as ex- 
ifting in France except fuch as fhall emanate from the king, enjoying a 
perfect liberty, they proteft beforehand againft the autenticity of any 


declarations which may be made in the name of iis moft chriflian mai. 
efly, as long as his facred perfon, that of the queen, and the royal tami. 
ly fhall not be really in fatety. In confequence their imperial and 


royal majefties invite and earneflly folicit his moft chriftian majetty te 


name a city in his kingdom the moft near to the frontiers.into which. 


he may be plealed to reare with lus queen and family, under a Arong 
and fufhcient elcort, which thall be fent for that purpofe, in order that 
his moit chriftian majefty, may call together the minifters and coun. 
fellors he may think proper; or colle& fuch convocation or affembly 
as may appear belt to him, to provide for the reftoration of good order 
by the regular interiour adminiftration of his kisgdom, : 

In a word, I dé further declare and engage myielf in my own name, 
and in my quality above mentioned, to occafion to be every where ob- 
ferved by the troops, entrufted to my command, a good and exaét dif- 
cipline, promifing to treat with mildnefs and moderation all well in- 
tentioned fubje¢ts that may appear peaceable and fubmiilive, and to ap- 
ply force only againft fuch as fhall be guilty of refiftance or ill will. 

It is for thefe reafons that I require and exhort all inhabitants of the 
kingdom in the ftrongeft and moft earneft manner, not to oppofe the 
march and operations of the troops that I command, but rather to al- 
Jow them free paflage, and all fuch good will and ailiftance as circum- 
flances may require. |

’ ADDITIONAL DECLARATION, 
ADDRESSED TO THE PEOPLE or FRANCE. 

THE declartion which I have addretled to the inhabitants of France 
dated Quaters General at Coblentz, July 25, muft have fufficiently 
made known the firm refolves of their Majeflies the Emperor and the 
King of Pruffia, when they entrufted me with the command of their 
combined armies. The liberty and the fafety of the facred perfons ot 
the King, of the Queen, and of the Royal Family, being one of the 
principal motives which have determined their Imperial and Royal 
Niajeliies toaétin concert; | have made known, by my faid declara- 
tien tothe inhabitants of Paris, my refolve to infli€i on them the molt 
terrible punifhments, if the leaft jnfult fhould be offered to His Molt 

shriflian Majefly, for whom the city of Paris is particularly re{pon- 
fible. 

Without making the leaft alteration in the 8th article of the faid dec- 
laration of the asthinft. I declare befides, that if, contrary to al! expeét- 
ation, by the perfidy and bafenefs ot fome inhabitants of Paris ; the King 
the Queen, er avy other perfons of the Royal Family, thould be carried 
off from that city, all the places and towns whatfoever, which fhall 
not have oppofed their paflage and fhall not have Ropped their pro- 
ceedings, {hall incur the fae punithments as thofe inflifted on the in- 

habitants 
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habitants of Paris; and the route which fhall be taken by. thofe who 
carry off the King and the Royal Family, thall be marked with a feries 
of exemplary punifhments juftly due to the authors and abeors of 
crimes tor which there is no remiffion. 

All the inhabitants of France in general are to take warning of the 
dangers with which they are threatened, and which it will be impoffi. 
ble for them to avoid, unlefs they, with all their might, and by every 


means in their power, oppofe the paflage of the King and the Royal 
Family to whatever place the ta€tious may attempt to carry them. 
Their Imperial and Royal Majefties will not allow any place of retreat 


to be the tree choice of his Moft Chriftian Majefty {in cafe he thould 
comply with the invitation which has been faa unlefs that retreat 
be effected under the efcort which has been offered. 


All declarations whatfoever, inthe name of his Mol Chriftian 
Majeftyy which fhall be contrary to the obje& which their Imperial and 


Royal Majefties have in view, fhall confequently be confidered as 
null and without effegay

Bufinefs is entirely at a ftand; all the {hops and ftores are fhut, and 
upwards of two hundred thoufand citizens are under arms, determined 
to defend themfelves and their liberties, to the lalt exiremity. Lvery 
department is furnifhed in the beft manner with cannon, ammuni- 
tion, &c. 

Auguft 1. The Prefident of the National Aflembly informed that 
body that he had received by poft the declarativn iffued in the name of 
the Duke of Brunfwick. The Afflembly decreed by acclamation, 
“* That if the laws of war are not flri€tly obferved, in regard io all 
Frenchmen taken with arms in their hands, all the officers belonging 
to the enemy, who may be made prifoners, fhall experience a fimular 
treatment, whatever may be their rank, téthes or diftinGtions.” 

_ A letter was fent by the King to the Affembly, relative to the Mani- 
fefto—in which he fays that it exhibits nothing that can be confidered 
as a proof of its authenticity. He calls on the nation to be united— 
and profeffes in the warmelt terms his determination to fupport the 
Conttitution, Independence and Liberty of France.—This letter be- 
ing read in the Aflembly, a motion was made that it fhould be printed 
and fent to the 83 departments, On this motion, the previous quel- 
tion was called.—** M. Iznard, having with difficulty obtained a hear- 
ing, faid that the King’s letter contained only a heap of fallhoods.” 
The propofal of printing the letter was rejected. 

Auguft 4. The Envoysof the Commonalty of Paris, with M. Pe- 
tion at their head, appeared at the bar, and M. Petion demanded in the 
name of the 48 {etions, that the King fhould be excluded from the 
Throne, and that the management of affairs during the interregnum, 
fhould be entrufted to re{ponfible Minifters, until the election of a new 
King in a National Convention. M. Petion faid the King had always 
fhewn himfelfan enemy Lo the people, an enemy (0 the laws,and an enemy 
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to Frawce. This excited a violent agitation in the aflembly. Several 
members defired to be heard, but the tumult rendered it impoffible 
and the Prefident put an end to the fitting, without any vote being 
come to upon it. |
